J  THE  FRENCH 

|      ^CANADIAN  CATTLE  § 


The  French  Settlers  who  first  came  to  Canada  were 
native  of  Britanny  and.  IsTormandy,  France.  The  first 
cattle  we  find  in  Quebec  in  1620  or  thereabout,  were 
brought  no  doubt,  from  those  two  french  districts.  The 
french  Settlers  who  brought  them,  certainly  did  not  take 
cattle  from  other  district  than  their  own  to  bring  here 
and  this  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  our  French  Canadian 
cattle  have  much  of  the  appearance  of  the  Britanny 
Cattle  of  to  day.  These  early  importations  of  Dairy  cattle 
are  the  only  source  of  the  French  blood  of  the  Dairy 
cattle  of  Lower  Canada,  and  no  importation  of  other 
breeds  worth  mentionning  are  reported  in  the  history  of 
our  Province  till  1800  or  a  little  before.  The  rather  big 
animals  of  english  origin  first  imported  at  the  beginning 
of  the  present  century,  did  not  find  much  favor  amongst 
the  french  farmers.  As  professor  Barnard  says  :  "  In 
u  the  poorer  regions  and  in  remote  parts  along  the  Lau- 
"  rentides  and  in  the  lower  part  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
"  especially  north  and  south,  the  peasant  or  habitant  was 
"  loath  to  cross  his  hardy  little  cows  with  the  larger 
"  breeds,  fearing  with  good  reason  that  he  could  not 
"  feed  sufficiently  the  larger  animals  to  keep  them  alive, 
•'  leaving  aside  profits,  during  our  long  winters  of  over 
"  seven  months  in  the  year.  And  so,  the  french  breed 
"  of  cattle  has  been  preserved  for  over  two  and  a  half 
"  centuries."  In  and  in  breeding  has  been  practiced  con- 
siderably thus  settling  in  an  exceptionally  sure  maimer 
the  various  characters  of  the  breed. 
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Between  1776  and  1850  a  few  herds  of  english 
cattle  were  imported  into  the  Province  of  Quebec,  mostly 
Ayrshires  and  Shorthorns,  but  these  were  bought  by 
wealthy  Englishmen  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  cities 
of  Montreal  and  Quebec  where  they  are  still  to  be  found. 

The  three  qualities  found  in  a  high  degree  in  the  French 
Canadian  cattle  are  hardiness,  frugality  and  richness  of 
milk.  As  to  hardiness  they  are  equalled  by  no  breed. 
During  the  first  years  of  the  colony  the  french  farmers 
were  working  under  very  adverse  circumstances  and  had 
very  little  shelter  for  their  cattle  in  winter.  The  poor 
little  Canadian  cow  had  to  fight  against  all  the  severity 
of  the  climate  much  colder  than  the  french  climate.  She 
thrived  however,  where  any  other  breed  would  have 
died,  and  acquired  such  hardiness  that  we  may 
well  say  that  it  is  now  the  breed  best  adapted  to 
our  climate,  it  being  admitted  as  a  principle  inbreeding 
that  the  animal  which  thrives  best  in  any  district  is  the 
native  breed  of  that  district  ;  the  breed  which  through 
an  indefinite  succession  of  generations  has  adapted  itself 
to  the  climate  condition  of  that  region.  This  is  very 
true  of  the  French  Canadian  breed  of  cattle  since  it  has 
been  here  for  over  260  years.  It  is  a  remarquable  fact 
that  there  is  no  tuberculosis  iri  that  breed,  except  where 
it  has  come  in  contact  with  animals  affected  with  that 
deseaee. 

The  frugality  of  these  cattle  is  remarkable.  Being 
small  in  size,  they  require  little  for  their  sustenance,  and 
will  live  and  even  thrive  where  an  Ayrshire  or  Shorthorn 
would  starve.  Being  of  a  greedy  nature  they  will  accept 
the  poorest  of  food,  even  bad  straw,  and  will  live  on  it ; 
though  they  know  very  well  how  to  enjoy  a  good  mess 
and  give  ample  profit  in  return.  In  fact,  no  class  of  cattle 
can  be  fed  at  as  little  cost  as  a  herd  of  French  Canadian 
cattle. 

It  is  generally  claimed  that  the  Jersey  cattle  have 
also  the  same  blood  as  the  Britanny  cattle  spoken  of 
above  as  being  the  ancestors  of  our  French  Canadian 
Cattle.     Nothing   is   more  true,  as  it  is  so   peremptorily 


proven  by  Sanson,  that  the  Kerry,  the  Jersey,  the  Gur- 
nesey,  the  Britanny  cow  and  the  French  Canadian  cow 
all  come  from  the  same  origin.  A  good  proof  of  this  is 
that  no  two  things  look  so  much  alike  as  a  well  bred 
Canadian  cow  and  a  Jersey  cow.  In  fact,  the  French 
Canadian  cow  might  be  called  a  large  dark  colored 
Jersey.  This  fact  has  been  well  illustrated  on  Prince 
Edward  Island.  Governor  Howland  owns  a  French 
Canadian  heifer,  that  he  wished  to  show  at  the  Charlot- 
tetown  Exhibition.  He  was  told  that  there  was  no  class 
for  that  breed,  but  that  he  could  exhibit  the  heifer  with 
the  Jerseys,  which  he  did.  The  little  heifer  bohaved 
very  well  alongside  the  thorough  bred  Jerseys  and  took 
second  prize. 

DESCRIPTION 

The  distinctive  points  of  the  breed  are  as  follows  : 
Head  short,  forehead  wide,  horns  generally  turned 
inwards  and  sometimes  a  little  upwards,  white  in  color 
with  black  tips,  muzzle  surrounded  with  a  grey  or 
yellowish  circle  ;  ears  neither  very  small  nor  very  long, 
the  inside  of  which  is  orange  color,  and  covered  with 
thin  short  hair  ;  neck  thin  ;  back  almost  straight  ;  chest 
deep  and  almost  in  a  line  with  the  belly  ;  belly  not  too 
bulky  and  forming  a  continous  line  with  the  ribs  and 
hips  ;  loins  very  broad  ;  rump  broad  and  long  ;  barrel 
round,  broad  and  deep  at  the  flank  ;  tail  thin,  long, 
reaching  very  often  the  fetlock  ;  legs  short,  fine  and  dry ; 
skin  thin  and  mellow,  covered  with  an  abundance  of 
hair. 

COLOR 

They  are  solid  black,  or  black  with  a  yellow  stripe  on 
the  back  and  around  the  muzzle,  or  brown  with  black 
points  or  brown  brindle,  or  even  yellowish.  These  nre 
the  colors  that  are  accepted  for  registration  of  females. 
The  males  must  be  black   with   or  without  the  yellow 
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stripes,  in  order  to  get,  in  as  short  a  time  as  possible,  the 
color  uniformly  black.  French  Canadian  cows  are  small, 
weighing,  on  an  average  700  pounds,  and  are  of 
extremely  kind  temper. 

As  milkers  they  are  the  best  cows  of  any  breeds  in 
Canada  for  the  average  farmer.  They  will  not  give  the 
large  quantities  of  milk  yielded  by  the  Holsteins  or  even 
by  some  Ayrshires  in  one  day  or  one  week,  but  they 
will  give  a  g  >od  quantity  daily  from  calf  to  calf,  and  the 
total  for  the  year  will  be  surprising,  usually  larger  than 
that  given  by  other  breeds.  The  difference  in  their  favor 
will  be  still  more  evident  when  the  cost  of  keeping  is 
considered. 

Here  is  a  farmer,  Odilon  Eobichaud,  residing  at  St. 
Denis,  Ka.,  P.  Q.,  who  owns  twenty -four  cows  of  this 
breed,  and  who  has  had  the  following  result  from  Mav 
12,  1892,  to  May  12,  1893  :

JSTet  revenue  per  head 20. 73 
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This  farmer  lias  no  feed  cutter  and  no  ensilage.  He 
gave  neither  grain  nor  oil  cake  ;  the  cattle  got  only  the 
dry  hay  and  straw  and  a  little  bran  ;  still  they  gave  him 
a  profit  of  100  per  cent.  What  other  cow  can  give  such 
results  ? 

I  know  that  some  people  will  find  that  the  average 
yearly  yield  of  milk  of  each  cow  of  this  herd  is  not  very 
high,  but  they  must  think  of  the  poor  feeding  they  got. 

Mr.  N".  Garneau,  of  Ste  Foye,  near  Quebec,  had  5 
french  Canadian  cows  ;  one  was  a  very  valuable  cow  but 
18  years  old,  consequently  her  best  days  were  past,  one 
was  a  two  year  old  heifer  and  her  best  days  were  to 
come.  However  these  5  head  have  given  from  1st  of 
February  to  1st  October — (8  months,  or  240  days) — 
18,808  lbs  of  milk.  In  order  to  have  a  fair  idea  of  the 
quantity  given  by  each  animal  it  is  necessary  to  devide 
it  into  four  equal  parts,  the  old  cow  and  the  heifer  being 
represented  by  one  part.  The  daily  yield  was  nearly 
20  lbs  per  head. 

The  milk  of  this  herd  was  tested  with  Babcock  in 
August  and  gave  5  J  020  of  butter  fat — so  that  987  lbs  of 
butter  were  made  out  of  the  18,803  lbs  of  milk.  The 
butter  sold  for  20  cts  =  $197.40  or  $39.48  each  cow. 

I  may  say  that  the  whole  herd  is  composed  of  12  head  : 

1  bull,  5  cows,  4  yearlings  and  2  calves. 

During  the  winter  months  the  cost  of  feeding  was  11 
cents  a  head  a  day  : 

2  bushels  of  mangold  at  12 J  cents $0.25 

12  lbs  of  bran  at  80  cts 0.09  6-10 

11  B.  of  hay  at  7  cents 0.77 

6  B.  of  straw  at  2  J  cents 0.15 

Total  cost  of  feed  per  day  for  12  head $1.26  6-10 

Say  11  cents  a  day.  And  the  cattle  were  in  good 
order. 

In  June,  July,  September  and  October  the  5  cows  had 
5  acres  of  pasture  and  not  quite  an  acre  of  green  corn. 

Nothing  else. 

To  sum  up  the  operations  :

Similar  result  may  be  obtained  with  nearly  every 
fairly  good  French  Canadian  Cow. 

When  the  little  Canadian  cow  is  properly  fed  she 
repays  well  for  the  trouble  and  expense,  as  proven  by 
the  following  result  obtained  from  the  row  Prwnibre 
(1712,)  the  property  of  the  Hopital  du  Sacre-Coeur,  Quebec. 
She  calved  on  the  28th  August,  1892,  when  four  years 
old,  and  was  milked  until  15  July,  1893,  being  due  to 
calve  again  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month. 

During  these  318  days  she  gave  (11,310)  eleven  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  ten  pounds  of  milk  or  a  daily 
average  of  35  lbs.  She  weights  about  675  pounds.  The 
food  consisted  of 

Cut  hay 10  pounds 

Cut  straw 5       " 

Ensilage 20       " 

Bran 2       " 

Cotton  seed  and  meal 2       " 

All  mixed  up  and  fermented  for  twenty-four  hours  in 
advance.     She  was  kept  all  this  time  in  the  stable. 

I  may  say  that  I  myself  bought  this  extraordinary 
cow,  when  2  years  old,  for  $15.00. 
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The  cow  Azilda  de  Levis  (956)  owned  by  Mr.  N".  Gar- 
neau,  gives  8,000  pounds  of  milk  a  year  on  pasture  alone 
in  summer,  and  on  fifteen  pounds  of  dry  hay  and  four 
pounds  of  grain,  (oats  bran  and  oil  cake),  daily  in  winter. 

In  a  letter  written  to  the  author,  Mr.  C.  E.  Colburn? 
of  Portlandville,  N.  Y.,  says  : 

"  I  am  milking  heifers  and  all  are  making  an  average 
"  of  10 h,  lbs  of  butter  a  week  each.  I  have  some  grand 
"  heifers  that  have  the  handsomest  udder  I  ever  saw  on 
M  heifers  of  their  age..  They  are  Denis  Belle  (5?11), 
"  Bonny  (5513),  April  Blossom,  (5508),  Barteat  (5143), 
"  aid  25u  of  St.  Norbert  (4425).  These  heifers  will 
"  soon  give  40  lbs  of  milk  per  day." 

The  French  Canadian  Cow  that  does  not  give  6,000 
pounds  of  milk  in  the  year  when  she  receives  reasonable 
care  and  food,  is  not  a  good  cow.  On  common  pasture 
and  dry  hay  and  dry  straw,  with  a  handful  of  bran  in 
water,  she  ought  to  give  from  5,500  to  6,000  pounds  of 
milk  in  the  year. 

This  is  sufficient  to  show  that,  with  regard  to  the 
quantity  of  milk,  the  little  French  Canadian  Cow  can 
compare  favorably,  if  not  better,  (we  say  better)  than  all 
others. 

Is  this  milk  of  good  quality  ?  Of  course  it  is.  The 
average  percentage  of  fat  for  whole  herds  by  the  Babcock 
test,  is  from  4  to  5|  per  cent.  It  is  sometimes  7  and  7  J 
per  cent .  .  but  these  are  extraordinary  cases.  It  scarcely 
goes  below  4  per  cent .  .  though  some  have  given  only  3 J 
per  cent. 

Mr.  C.  ,E~.  Lyster  of  Kirkdale,  Que.,  writes  : 

"  Every  breeder  will  tell  you  that  he  has 

"  the  best  cows.  But  for  an  every  day  cow  that  will 
"  give  between  forty-five  and  fifty  pounds  of  milk,  testing 
"  about  6  o;o  on  grass  only,  the  Canadian  cow  fills  the 
"  place  very  well  having  been  accustomed  for  centuries 
"  past  to  short  pastures  in  summer  and  not  enough  of 
"  straw  in  winter.  The  chief  points  of  these  cattle,  trom 
4t  a  dairy  man's  point  of  view  are  that  they  have  large 
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c<  bags  and  teats  placed  far  apart  and  pointing  in  front  ; 
"  being  not  very  large  they  do  not  consume  much  food 
"  for  the  quantity  of  milk  they  yield  as  some  of  the  large 
"  breeds." 

Mr.  George  Neetbrown,  Compton  Station,  Que.,  says  : 

"  Well  about   breed,  this,  I  believe,  is 

"  not  so  much  a  matter  of  taste  as  a  matter  of  adaptation 
"  to  various  climates.  In  the  Channel  Islands  the 
"  Jerseys  and  Gurneseys  excel,  m  Scotland  Ayrshires,  in 
"  Ireland  Kerry s  and  so  on. 

"  What  we  want  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  I  claim 
"is  a  breed  with  the  constitution  and  milk  giving 
"  propensities  of  the  Ayrshires  with  the  great  butter 
"  producing  abiliiy  of  the  Jerseys.  ISTo  doubt  the  Cana- 
"  dian  breed  of  cattle  are  better  adapted  to  the  climatic 
"  excentricities  of  the  Province  than  any  of  the  adver- 
"  tised  dairy  breeds.  In  this  breed,  we  have  a  cow  com- 
"  prising  the  dairy  characteristics  both  in  form  of  body 
'*  and  produce  of  the  Jersey,  with  a  constitution  hardly 
"  beyond  comparison.  An  aptitude  to  thrive  on  but 
"  little  nourrishment,  both  summer  and  winter  and  if 
"  the  Canadian  breed  of  cattle  has  not  been  to  the  fore 
"  thus  far,  it  is  only  on  account  of  the  breed  being  so 
"  little  known.  Why  ?  some  cows  I  have  known  gave 
"  20  lbs  to  a  milking  and  tested  from  5  o/o  to  7  o?o 
"  butter  fat  ;  one  whole*  herd,  near  my  farm  tested  on  an 
"  average  over  5  070.  There  certainly  seems  to  be  a 
' '  mine  of  dairy  wealth  to  be  developed  in  the  Canadian 
"  cow,  almost  as  fascinating  to  the  intelligent  dairy  men 
"  as  "  Klondyke  stories  "  are  to  ignorant  ones.  And 
"  this  Canadian  breed  can  show  specimens  of  cows  such 
"  as  are  represented  in  the  best  models  of  other  dairy 
"breeds M 

Speaking  of  the  matter  in  this  part  of  the  country,  we 
say  :  Percentage  of  fat  trom  Jersey  herds  4£  to  6  per 
cent  ;  from  Ayrshire,  2 J  to  4  per  cent  ;  from  French 
Canadian  Cows  4  to  5|  per  cent. 

The  above  is  the  average  percentage  of  the  three 
breeds  from  a  large  number  of  tests  in  the  various  butter 
and  cheese  factories  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
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We  admit  that  generally  the  Jersey's  milk  is  some- 
what richer,  that  the  Ayrshire  gives  a  larger  yield  when 
in  her  best  condition  (in  June  for  instance),  but  we  hold 
that  our  little  cow  gives,  every  thing  being  equal,  from 
calf  to  calf  a  larger  yield  than  the  two  others  of  suffi- 
ciently rich  milk.  We  know  also,  that  for  the  common 
farmer  she  pays  better  than  any  other. 

The  following  is  the  quantity  of  butter  fat  in  100 
pounds  of  milk  found  in  the  milk  of  some  cows  tested 
now  and  then  in  competition,  these  cows  being  very 
commonly  fed  and  kept  by  ordinary  farmers  :  In  seven 
days  one  gave  VI  lbs  4  oz.  of  butter,  her  milk  containing 
4,55  butter  fat  per  100  lbs  of  milk  ;  another  12  lbs 
6  oz.,  6,25  per  cent  ;  another  13  lbs4Joz.,  5,56  percent ;. 
another  12  lbs  13  J  oz.,  4,35  per  cent  ;  and  another  18  lbs 
11  oz.,  5,30  per  cent.  Four  cows  belonging  to  Mr.  Fran- 
cois Gagnon,  St.  Denis,  Kamouraska.  gave  last  year  on 
a  common  pasture  only,  two  months  after  calving  :  5,90, 
6,00,  4,80,  4,70  per  cent,  by  the  Babcock  test,  Another 
herd  owned  by  Mr.  Fred.  Comtois,  Fecteau's  Mills,  has 
the  following  record  for  eight  cows  :  6,40,  4,70,  5,30, 
4,90,  6,10,  7,60,  5,00,  5,60  ;  being  an  average  of  5,60  tor 
the  herd.  Azilda  of  Levis,  the  property  ot  Mr.  !N".  Gar- 
neau,  Quebec,  has  a  record  of  8,500  lbs  of  milk  in  10J 
months  and  5 J  per  cent  of  butter  fat,  Mr.  Chs  E.  Col- 
burn  of  Portland ville,  N.  Y.,  has  a  herd  of  which  four 
cows  were  giving,  by  the  Babcock  test :  9,6  percent,  8,(> 
per  cent,  8,2  per  cent,  8,2  per  cent,  an  average  of  8,65 
per  cent  for  the  four.  He  took  three  medals  and  $325.00 
in  prizes  at  the  Atlanta  Exhibition  with  his  herd  of 
French  Canadian  cattle. 

Where  to  find  these  Cattle 

The  French  Canadian  Cattle  may  be  found  on  every 
farm  of  the  following  counties  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  :

It  might  be  interesting  to  our  readers  to  know  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  which  governed  the  admission  of 
the  cattle  registered  into  the  Foundation  Herd  Book. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  form  part  of  the  law 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
and  called  officially  :  Act  48  Vict.,  Ch.  7. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

GOVERNING    THE    HERD    BOOK    FOR    CANADIAN    CATTLE,    ESTAB- 
LISHED   UNDER    THE    AUTHORITY    OF    THE    ACT 
48    VICT.,    CH.    7. 

Art.  1.  A  pedigree  or  Herd  Book  for  Canadian  cattle 
is  established. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  such  book  is  to  ensure  the  pre- 
servation of  the  purity  of  this  valuable  breed  of  milk- 
cows,  and  by  an  intelligent  and  continous  selection  to 
contribute  to  its  improvement. 
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Art.  3.  The  management  of  the  Herd  book  is  vested  in 
a  special  Commission  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  and 
the  Council  of  Agriculture. 

Art.  4.  The  organisation,  administration  and  superin- 
tendance  of  the  Herd  book  are  centered  in  the  Commis 
sion,  who  order  the  printing  of  the  bulletins,  and  decide, 
without  appeal  upon  all  difficulties  and  disputes  which 
may  arise.  They  appoint  one  of  their  members  as  record- 
ing secretary,  whose  duty  is  to  draw  up  the  minutes. 
They  shall  have  power  to  add  to  their  number  such  spe- 
cialists whose  services  may  be  necessary  for  the  accomp- 
lishment of  their  duties. 

Art.  5.  The  following  animals  are  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered in  the  herd  book  : 

lo  Pure  bred  stock-getters  if  well  formed  and  possess- 
ing good  milking  qualities.  They  are  admitted  only 
after  a  very  strict  examination.  Consequently  it  will 
not  be  sufficient  to  merely  show  a  fine  bull  to  ensure 
its  being  registered,  but  the  antecedents  of  the  animal, 
its  origin  and  qualities  must  be  established  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Commission. 

2o  The  offspring  of  sires  and  dams  already  registered. 

Art.  6.  In  order  to  be  admitted  as  original  stock,  bulls 
must  be  at  least  12  months  old  and  heifers  2  years  old. 
However  such  admission  as  regards  the  latter  is  allowed 
only  provisionally,  and  they  are  finally  admitted  only 
upon  a  new  examination  made  after  the  first  calving  in 
order  to  ascertain  their  milking  qualities. 

Art.  7.  Every  animal  having  well  defined  characte- 
ristic marks  of  a  breed  different  from  the  Canadian  breed 
is  excluded. 

Art.  8  The  register  for  registration  of  pedigrees  will 
remain  open  during  the  space  of  two  years  reckoning 
from  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation.  From  that  date 
the  pedigree  book  will  be  rigourously  closed. 

Art.  9.  Kegistration  of  pedigrees  for  original  stock  is 
effected  gratuitously. 

Art.  10.  For  the  offspring  of  registered  parents  a  spe- 
cific fee  of  one  dollar,  will  be   charged  for   the  first  calf 
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registered  withiu  the  same  year  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
calf  of  the  same  herd,  also  registered,  within  the  same 
year.  On  payment  of  such  fees  a  certificate  of  pedigree 
will  be  given. 

Art.  11.  Animals  brought  by  breeders  are  examined 
by  the  Commission  or  their  representatives  on  the  pre- 
mises. 

Art.  12.  If  one  of  the  members  of  the  Commission 
should  bring  animals  for  registration,  he  shall  not  take 
part  in  the  deliberation  or  in  the  vote. 

Art.  13.  A  book  provided  with  a  counter-foil  is  given 
to  every  owner  of  registered  bulls  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  a  record  of  his  services. 

Art.  14.  The  owner  of  a  cow  registered  in  the  Herd 
book,  who  bring  such  cow  to  a  registered  bull,  must 
obtain  on  the  same  day,  from  the  owner  of  the  bull,  a 
certificate  taken  from  the  aforesaid  book  with  the  exact 
date  entered  on  it. 

Art.  15.  The  owner  of  a  registered  bull  who  brings 
his  own  registered  cow  to  such  bull  takes  a  certificate 
for  himself  in  the  same  way. 

Art.  16.  In  both  cases  the  notice  intended  for  the 
secretary  is  detached  from  the  book  and  is  addressed  to 
that  person  by  the  owner  of  the  bull  within  eight  days. 

Art.  17.  The  offspring  of  this  union  is  entitled  to  the 
registration  in  the  Herd  book  on  payment  of  the  fee  men- 
tioned in  article  10,  which  must  be  sent  to  the  secretary 
at  the  same  time  as  the  request  for  registration. 

Art.  18.  Such  a  request  on  a  printed  form  signed  by 
the  breeder,  must  contain  the  name  given  by  him  to  the 
animal  and  its  exact  description. 

Art.  19.  It  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  within 
the  30  days  following  the  birth.  In  return  the  breeder 
receives  a  certificate  stating  that  the  animal  is  registered 
in  the  Herd  book  and  bears  one  of  a  series  of  numbers. 

Art.  20.  Inscriptions  or  registrations  are  published  by 
the  Commission  in  the  annual  bulletin. 

Art.  21.  The  bulletin  comprises  also  the  list  of  animals 
whose  registration  is  ratified  by  the  Commission. 
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Art.  22.  Such  ratification  is  given  bythe  Commission 
or  by  one  of  its  delegates  to  animals  which  are  the 
offspring  of  stock  admitted  in  the  herd  book  or  of  their 
ratified  progeny.  Bulls  will  be  affirmed  only  when  they 
are  one  year  old  and  heifers  after  their  first  calving. 

Art.  23.  The  ratification  applies  not  only  to  the  purity 
of  the  breed  but  also  to  individual  qualities. 

Art.  24.  Every  false  declaration  or  attempt  to  mislead 
is  punished  by  exclusion  from  the  Herd  book,  for  the 
present  and  for  the  future,  of  all  animals  belonging  to 
the  breeder  who  has  been  guilty  thereof.  Such  exclusion 
with  the  grounds  for  the  same  wiH  be  inserted  in  the 
bulletin. 

Art,  25.  Owners  of  animals  inscribed  in  the  Herd  book 
are  bound,  within  thirty  days,  to  inform  the  secretary  of 
the  sales  and  deaths  that  have  occured  in  their  herd,  in 
order  that  the  alteration  or  cancellation  may  be  made  in 
the  bulletin.  In  the  case  of  a  sale  for  breeding,  the 
name  of  the  purchaser  and  his  residence  must  be  men- 
tioned. 

Art.  26.  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  make  the 
by-laws  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  working, 
and  the  putting  into  force  of  the  proceeding  regulations. 

THE  FRENCH  CANADIAN  CATTLE  BREEDERS, 
ASSOCIATION. 

As  may  be  seen  by  these  rules  and  regulations  the 
Foundation  Herd  Book  was  opened  by  the  Government 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  intrusted  to  a  Commis- 
sioner composed  of  Messrs  S.  Lesage,  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  President ;  E.  A.  Barnard,  Director 
of  Agriculture  ;  Dr  D.  McEachran,  F.  R.  C.  V.  S.,  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  of  Canada  ;  J.  Casavant,  member 
of  the  Council  of  Agriculture  ;  Dr  J.  A.  Couture,  D.  V.  S., 
Secretary. 

The  Foundation  Herd  Book  was  kept  opened  until 
the  31  December  1896,  a  period  often  years  during  which 
time  5307  females  and  922  bulls  were  entered  as  Founda 
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tion  stock.  Each  and  every  animal  was  inspected  by 
Dr  J.  A.  Couture  or  his  delegates  before  being  registered. 

The  Foundation  Herd  Book  remained  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Commission  until  the  15th  of  September  1895 
and  was  then  transferred  to  the  French  Canadian  Cattle 
Breeders  Association  organized  by  Dr  J.  A.  Couture, 
who  was  elected  perpetual  secretary  of  the  Association. 

The  Foundation  Herd  Book  was  closed  on  the  31st 
December  1896  and  since  that  date  none  but  animals 
born  of  registered  parents  are  admitted  to  Registration.
